«ore years ago. Today's ceremonious, 
mournful pageant, that marked ,the 
conreyance'of the royal remains, was 
unsurpassed in Wont history, rivaling 
»nd in some respects surpassing- that 
which saw the lying away nine years 
»go of the body of the great queen. 


From Westminster hall, where the 


body of the sovereign had lain In state 
three'days, .to Paddlngton station and 
thence through the pleasant Middlesex 
country to Windsor, the route of the 
funeral 
procession 
passed 
through 


rows of soberly clad Englishmen, at- 
testing by their solemn demeanor the 
genuine sorrow they felt for the final 
passing of their king. It is a day of 
official mourning, to be sure, formally 
ordered by Ihe dignitaries of the 
realm, but It Is also a day of genuine, 
heartfelt sorrow among the populace. 
In that respect It resembles more the 
February day of nine years 'ago when 
the last scene In the long drama of the 
life of Victoria the good was acted 
than those-earlier days,' of unhappy 
memory for England; when the people 
rejoiced almost openly over the death 


. of some particular scapegrace royal- 


ty. 
As Victoria was mourned, so Is 


her son.- The twenty miles from'Lon- 
don to Windsor seemed to give forth 
an almost audible sjgh as the train 
conveying Edward's body moved slow- 
ly to its destination.-: 


Services Throughout the Kingdom 
Throughout the 'kingdom today sol- 


emn requiem services were held for 
the king. Not atone In the established 
church, of which he was the titular 
head, but in the Roman Catholic sanc- 
tuaries and in the Jewish synagogues 
as well as hi the churches of all shades 
of Protestant belief, crowds of wor- 
shipers paid religions respect to the 
sovereign's memory. It was the touch- 
Ing final tribute of-the nation to the 
ruler who numbered Jew and Gentile, 
Catholic and Protestant, among his 
personal friends. 
In virtually every 


church In the United Kingdom the 
services were held. The mourning of 
the nation is_ manifestjiot alone In the 
bands of crape that dfapo the sleeves 
of the people and in the solemn dra- 
pery of their houses, but also In their 
hearts. 


The funeral procession -In London 


was imposing and Impressive In Us 
slie and solemnity. 
No less than seT- 


«n ruling monarchs, besides King 
Csorge, followed the bier of Britain's 
king, and other men, great, but unr 
crowned, shared with them the re- 
spectful attention of the populace. 
Much of the attention was centered 
npon Theodore Roosevelt; special am- 
bassador from the United States.

The route 
of the funeral procession was crowded, 
with lyonjoncrs and visitors from the 
provinces, many of whom bad stood 
for hours waiting for the proccssio'n. 
Shrewd proprietors of windows and 
places of vantage on the route bad not 
permitted their public grief to Inter- 
fere with their private gain, and seats 
from which the procession could be 
viewed .commanded good prices. For 
some of them as much as 20 guineas 
bad been paid. It was said. 


Following the kings and princes on 


h"isetack canie Ihelr filial'; relatives 
In closed carriages. In Ihtf leading car- 
riage was the.bereaved queen molhcr 
with her unmarried daughter. Princess 
Victoria. The sight of the widowed 
queen's carriage, moving slowly in the 
procession, aroused the keenest sym- 
patlilcs of the loyal, silent crowd, and' 
the silence.was broken

by the sobbing of the more emotional 
women members of the throng. The 
heart of England went out to'Alexan- 
dra today, and it Is reported that she 
has expressed her sense of the grati- 
tude for the many signs of deep sym- 
pathy which she has received. 


Great Military Ceremony , 


The funeral was an Imposing mili- 


tary ceremony, carried out with the 
strictest regard for all the minute de- 
lulls of military rule and tradlllon. 
The earl marshal of England, his graca, 
the Duke of Norfolk, was theoretical- 
ly In charge, In accordance with the 
prerogative that Invests him with com- 
mand'over all occasions of solemnity 
or splendor effecting the royal house, 
ibut the actual arrangements were put 
In the hands of the military authori- 
ties, with the duke's approval .and ad- 
vice. 
Troops lined the route of the 


procession, paying due honors to the 
body of the late commander In chief ot 
the forces as it passed. Detachments 
of soldiers and sailors, thousands In 
number, accompanied the body from 
Westminster"hall to Paddlngton sta- 
tion, and a guard.of honor watched 
the oak coffin, made from the wood cl 
splendid Windsor trees, before and aft- 
er Its disposition on board the funereal- 
ly draped mourning train, on which 
the royalties and other, high digni- 
taries also took passage'for Windsor. 
Throughout the mourning draperiesone 
note of compliance with the wishes ol 
the dead king was manifest.

Last Services at Windsor 


Before the taking of the body from 


Westminster ball for removal to Wind- 
Eor services were held in the hall, at- 
tended by"the royalties and high dig- 
nllnries of Ihe realm.

services in! St. George's chapel, the 
final resting place of the remains be- 
fore their Interment, were longer. The 
chapel Is too small to accommodate all 
who attended the body from London 
to Westminster.(and many had to re- 
main outside. The carved stalls of the 
ancient and magnificent sanctuary bad 
been removed to give place to 'long 
timber benibes. 


The arrival of the funeral train at 


Windsor was1 announced by the firing 
of minute guns.

chapel was lined with soldiers, who

With 
solemn dirges the procession moved up 
the road, accompanied and followed 
by the officials whose hereditary and 
personal right it Is to attend at the 
Tery last honors to be paid to a de- 
ceased British sovereign.

along steadily under the influence of 
gravitation. 


On the other hand, the tail, nebul- 


ous and light,' and subject to dis- 
turbances from unknown catises, is 
curved away to such a degree that it 
was far behind the head and thus 
failed to envelop the earth at the time 
expected. 


The Harvard astronomers, watching 


the sky under exceptionally favorable 
conditions, report that no illumina- 
tion, meteoric" display or other mani- 
festation was noted.

' Professor Hall, in Washington, re- 
ported that from 2 o'clock till dawn 
there was visible In the east,' extend - 
Ing from the northeast In a southerly 
direction, a dim beam of light of 
the cornel's tali.. As the moon de- 
scended in the west the shaft athwart 
the heavens grew plainer and was 
easily visible to the naked eye. 


Shattering all scientific calculations 


and jompietely puzzling aslrongmers, 
the glowing tall of Halley's comet ap- 
peared In the eastern sky Thursday 
at a time when the world's comet au- 
thorities had agreed It would be in the 
west.

THE COCOANUT TREE. 


It Has an Irresistible Craving For Sill 


Water, 


"In tbe tropics, where tbe cocoanul 


19 wanted for planting, the cuts are 
.picked up n-ben they fall 'from the 
tree where they hare hung (or about 
fourteen months In ripening. It Is a 
fact uoi generally knowu," says the 
takers' SVeekly. "that a majority ol 
tbe nuts drop at ulgbt, which prob 
ably accounts for the small loss of lift 
by cocoauuts fallln; upou the bends 
of.the natives. 


"The uetlou of tbe heavy dew at 


night loosens the seal with which na- 
ture lias provided tbc nut and allows 
It to fall. The nuls wanted for plant 
tng arc cither gathered Into heaps ot 
placed under sheds, where tliuy are 
allowed to sprout before pluming, lu 
order that good, healtby sprout nuts' 
may he Helmed, thus avoiding the 
possibility of .planting 'blind' 
nuts 


that would not sprout. In which case 
much time would \iti lust In starting 
the 'cocoanul walks.' as the orchards 
are called. When boles are dug about 
three feet deep and twenty feet apart 
the nut Is carefully placed In the hole 
and covered with about one foot ol 
soil. The hole is Hilled as the sprout 
grows until It reaches tbe surface, 
whcu It Is left to Itself, requiring no 
further intention. 
.Should the place 


where the coeoanut Is planted be any 
great distance from the seashore a 
'quantity of salt Is placed in'the hole. 


It will grow in luxuriance, however, 
but a short distance from the shore, 
nearness to Kilt water being absolute- 
ly- essential to Its welfare. 


"An Interesting story Is told by a 


gentleman svho resided for sonic years 
lu the iroplcs. lie planted a cocoanut 
tree behind a. board "fence some d Is- 
'tanco from tbc sea. The tree grew 
perfectly straight until/it reached the 
top of-the fence, when It began to 
grow toward the ocean, leaning 4 foot 
or more. Then a shed was built quite 
near the fence, but several feet higher, 
and the tree again grew straight until 
the . roof of the shed Was' reached, 
when It 'again [caned toward tbe sea. 
forming a very curious and odd look- 
lug tree. - 
, 


'-The Irregular growth was wholly 


attributed to the Influence of the salt 
air. 
No magnet Is truer to the pole 


than the root .of the cocoanut tree to 
tbe .ocean, for when the root breaks 
through its husk It points directly to- 
ward the sen. no matter what the po- 
sition of the nut when placed lu the 
ground."

Marble Polishing. 


Marble polishing is simple and 


quickly, done. The cakes are carried 
from the sawing room and placed on 
a flat revolving Iron table. The Iron 
brushes off the rough particles on the 
surface, and the operation takes about 
five minutes. 
Then the slab Is at- 


tacked by a man with an emery wheel. 
'Three grides of emery are used, and 
ItTs only about a minute to cacli grade. 
Next come three doses' of felt, each 
time the felt growing finer in grade. 
The felt is attached lu a layer to a 
flat wheel, spun by electricity, nnd as 
It hums you can see. the marble be- 
gin to sparkle. The finishing touches 
arc put on with the use of a Sue felt 
rub. oxalk- nchl and oxide .of zinc. 
The operator simply smears the sur- 
face with tho mixture, gives' a couple 
of minutes' vigorous turn.of the wheel, 
nnd tho shb then goes to tho packer.— 
New York Press. ^
